Our medicines are pot only retailed in almost 
every town, but they are actually hawked about 
from house to house by peddlers, aad bantered 
off like spartous jewelry, and almost anything 
tsken in exchange for them, that, like old rage 
and sheepskins, can be into money. 
Many will sooner purchase of such pere-ns than 
from a reliable phramaceutist, especially if they 
can save one dime by so doing. 

It te pot surprising that some few of the laity 
should be imposed apon with worthless medi- 
ines, but the ides of a physician jeopardizing the 
health and life of his patient with homeopathic 
remedies that be cum procure for the least money, 
is too outrageous to be tolerated in any enlight- 
ened community, if once generaDy known. An 
allopathic druggist might engage in such business 
with more propriety, believing as he does that at 
best they are worthless, and hence it matters but 
little to him what they are composed of. But any 
b path who will k ingly engage in selling 
adulterated medicines, simply for the proft it 
yrekis, will do almost anything else to accomplish 
that same object.

Eeury A. Wise was born in Drummond Town, 
Accomack County, Virgiuia, on the 8rd of De- 
comber, 1506. He was the sun of Sarah and John 
Wise, the latter an eminent lawyer of thet day, 
and at the date above mentioned clerk of the 
courts of the county; and who, prior to the year 
1800, had beee Speaker ef the House of Dele- 
gates.

VEGETABLE POJSONS. 
BY MRS. LOUDON. 


At this period, when so much attention has 
been directed to the subject of vegetable poisons, 
from the frequent deaths that have occurred, I 
have thought that my readers might be interested 
im learning which of the showy inhabitants of oar 
English gardens are most inimica! to human life. 
Unfertanately, there is nothing in the outward 
appearapec of (hese plants to indicate their dead- 
ly nature. They are generally bright in color, 
and sometimes very clegsat in form; and the 
greater part of them are common in every fower- 





| the Aconite, also called Wolfebane; or Monke- 
| hood, of which there are various species, all or- 
| The common Monkshood is weil 
| known from the amusement chikiren fied is
